IN HIS OWN OPINION, King Hus- 
sein has made only one mistake in 
the course of a 25-year reign that 
has become something of a 
legend. This, according to one of 
his close associates, was when he 
hastily joined Egypt's late Preai- 
dent Gamal Abdul-Nasser [πὶ the 
1967 war against Israel and lost 


control of East Jerusalem and the . 


entire West Bank. 

The close associate added that 
the king had avoided committing 
another mistake when he declined 
to join President Anwar Sadat's 
1973 war against Israel. He has 
been equally adamant in his 
refusal to join Sadat's peace offen- 
sive --- unless he makes sure that 
he ig outmanoeuvring Israel, and 
probably his Arab adversaries as 
well. 

Hussein holds that the peace 
offensive launched by the Egyp- 
Uan leader with his historic visit 
to Jerusalem was — like his 
military operations — far from 
calculated or well-planned. 

In Hussein's opinion, Sadat's in- 
itative has, in four months, led to 
no more than a return to 
wranglings with Israel over the 
principles for a Middle Hast 
peace. 

The king is convinced that, un- 
less the intent of parties to the dis- 
pute on the specific issues of coex- 
istence, borders, settlements, and 

. the political future of the 
Palestiniana is clearly defined —

after a recent meeting with Weiz- 
man, ‘He's the best defence 
minister I've ever met...He's a 
man you can talk to."

LIKH HVERY religion, German

Right now they are in 
the process of canonizing Bertolt 
Brecht, the playwright who es- 
poused Marxism in his work but 
refused to join the Party; the 
practical man who acquired and 
kept Austrian citizenship, just in 
case, when in 1948 He returned 
from wartime exile to a hero's 
reception in East Germany. 

This process of canonization, of 
squeezing a great Intellect into 
Communist hagiography, {a not so 
eaay. It calls for a vast amount of 
intellectual acrobatics, aa I learn- 
ed in six days of new productions 
at the Berliner Ensemble 
(Brecht's theatre), of Inter- 
minable lectures and discussions; 
during thé recent Brecht Week in 
East Berlin. ἢ ᾿ 

In the waiting room at 
Checkpoint Charlie, where 
travellers cross from one Berlin to 
the other, hung a sign: ‘‘Carthage- 
was a great power. After its first 
war it became a greater power. 
After the second war it still func- 
tloned. After the third one it dis- 
appeared." It is signed: ‘Bertolt 
Brecht."’

This was in glaring contraat to 
the gueats from other countries, 
including those where the Nazis 
had done a thorough job of 
eliminating Jews, such as Poland, 
Rumania, Hungary, Czechoslo- 
vakia.

ONE OF THE many little eating 

near the Dan Hotel in Te) 
Aviv is an establishment known os 
Pundag, The Fisherman's Inn, at 
ig Rehov Frischmann. 

Pleasantly decorated inside and 
out, the restaurant evokes 
memories of Naples or 
Marseilles. The atmosphere is 
completed by a waitress with 
peroxide blonde hair and a 
delightfully surly expression. 

Also evocative of the larger port 
citles was the fact that while the 
menu outside spoke of such 
bargain dishes as houmus and 
eggplant salad, the hand-written 
menu, on a blackboard inside, 
mentioned such itema as caviar 
and smoked‘ sa)mon trout.

This 
dish, which consiated of exactly 
five shrimps, was delicious, if a 
bit meagre. My companion tried 
the shrimps in garlic and butter 
and his five shrimps were fairly

to stick to the old standby, a grill- 
ed grey mullet (bourd). This fish 
of generous proportions was fresh 
and cooked to perfection. 

My companion ordered sole 
meuniére and, unfortunately, had 
a number of complaints, First of 
all, the fish arrlved covered in a 
wine and caper sauce, not bad, but 
not what was ordered. Moreover, 
instead of one fine sole, he was 
given two poor little fishes that 
could hardly have had a chance to 
enjoy the sea before they were 
caught. 

The mixed salads, served witha 
good, home-made mayonnaise 
dressing, were freshly prepared 
and very good. 

I eschewed such delights to end 


the meal as chocolate mousse or’ 


Bavarian cream ard stuck to 
Turkish coffee, hot, strong and 
good. : 

My companion indulged in a 
dish of fresh strawberries with 
cream. He got a generous helping, 
and each berry was a maaster- 
piece, plump and fully ripe.

When a museum buys...

TWENTY-TWO paintings, four 
sculptures and 44 works on paper 
— drawings and graphics — were 
purchased this year by the 
curators of Tel Aviv Museum for 
[L500,000, which came out of the 
Museum's total budget of IL14m. 

Why are there two Lavie panels 
and not one Bak, a few Efrats and 
no Klapisch, several Tevets and 
not a Schwehel, two large Kupfer- 
man canvases without the inclu- 
ston of Lifshitz, Nikel, Hofstatter, 
Argov and countless other local 
talents? The token bow to 
figurative painting is a pair of 
Reichwargers and @ couple of vin- 
tage portraits by Litvinovaky and 
Gutman. 

I am certainiy not advocating 
maas purchasing for the sake of 
filling the basement coffers, nor 
am I defending broad base 
recognition divorced from quall- 
ty. Tam, however, in fayour of 
heterogeneous collecting, criss 
crossing styles, trends, techni- 
ques and materials. 

Any public museum assigned 
the task of creating a panoramic 
view of its local art acene cannot 
adopt a narrow gauge attitude 
about the right and wrong way of 
producing art. : 

In order to prevent a situation 
where inbreeding and patronage 
become the rule, it ia strongly 
suggested that the curatorial staff 
of the Tal Aviv Museum, talented 
and convinced In their opinions as 
they are, examine the 
ramifications of their acquisition 


policy in terra of the overall aims 
and objectives of a public cultural 
institution. Especially one that 
has to watch every penny (Helena 
Rubinstefi Pavilion, 6 Tarsat, Tel 
Aviv). - 


AS GENTLY aa rain drops fall on 
rose petals, HAVA GILLON 
applies a most sensual range of 
eolours to exotic fantasies and 
zany personal parables that could 
have only been born from an 
amalgamation of Peraian 
miniatures and the psychedelic. 

Using a unique dye transfer 
procesa from fine silk mesh to 
paper, Gillon's illustrations are 
delicately handled in a linear, 
decorative manner, utilizing flat, 
transparent, overlapping planes 
to increase the intensity of her 
rainbow palette while adding 
visual dimension and depth to the 
overall Orlentalized design. Also, 
as in Oriental palnting, Gillon's 
smallish figures are subservient 
to their natural environment; yet 
the landscapes, complete with 
meandering streams, gazeboes, 
birds and lollypop tinted trees and 
flowers, because of their propor- 
tion and objective scale, never 
achieve a Chinese monumentality 
but remain both humorous and 
sentimental in feeling. 

Gillon's training as a textile 
dealgner (at Leeds University) is 
quite apparent, for many of her 
fun. pictures, or portions from 
them, if repeated onto fabric, 
would beautifully grace the 
shoulders or waist of the fashion 
minded female (Safral Gallery, 25 
Gordon, Tel Aviv), : 


EXCEPTIONALLY produced, 
large format, prints in combined 
Mthographic and intagllo techni- 
ques by the Spaniard ALVAR in- 
dicate a mannered, illustrative 
style and a fragile colour scheme 
of warm umbers and tans, reds 
and bordeaux. He has recycled 
the contrasting ‘blood and sand” 
ethos of his homeland into an ideal 
based on manicured elegance in 
which melancholic women, proud 
gentry and fluttering doves are 
theatrically rendered with an 
“ultra” fluid Hne completely sur-- 
rounded by decorative shapes and 
embossed patterns (Shamir 
Gallery, 24 Reiness, Tel Aviv), 


To look at pictures by NAHUM 
GUTMAN is like peeking through 
the proscenium of a miniature 
theatre in which a series of 
scenarios relating to the genre of 
Palestine and Israe] is continually 
being performed. Colourful and 
effervescent, his lthographs 
(produced by. Mourlot, Paris), oils 
and watercolours (marking his 
80th birthday) portray the 
‘utopia’ of the paat as a means of 
projecting eternal optimism for 
the future. 

Unfortunately, Gutman has 
never expanded upon his subjec- 
tive themes. Despite their 
simpHioity and refinement, The

REHOVOT, Sunday. — As the 
troop train from Cairo ran along 
an embankment at the approach 
to‘a bridge half a kilometre from . 
the railway station at 9.46 this 
morning, three electrically- 
detonated mines exploded 
beneath the 10 wooden coaches, 
killing 28 British soldiers and.-in- 
juring 88 others, The train carried 
110 soldiers, some of whom were 
returning from leave in the U.K., 
while others were coming to 
Palestine as replacements. 
Civilians in the firat coach behind 
the engine were not injured. 

The blast splintered the two 
middle coaches, flinging a 
number of soldiers into an orange 
grove. Two other cars were 
damaged, telephone wires were 


torn down, and splintered wood 
and girdera were strewn over the 
area, 

Settlers of Hatzofim were the 
firat to reach the scene of the out- 
rage. As they approached, the sur- 
vivors began shooting at them but 
two girla got through safely and 
assured the men that they had 
come to bring rellef. 

The aettlers helped bandage and 
care for the wounded and served 
coffee to the troops. A Red Shield 
ambulance later arrived and 
transferred some of the wounded 
toa military hospital. Because the 
telephone wires were cut by the 
explosion, it waa an hour before 
military ambulances could be 
summoned to the spot, which wag 
almost inaccessible to vehicles.

ONE OF THE inescapable respon- 
sibilities of living in Israel] is 
receiving one's relatives from 
abroad and directing them in thelr 
tourist shopping. The season 
began officlally on the first of 
March — at least according to the 
achedule of summer rates for 
hotels. 
It ig all very charming for the 
tourist to meander through the 
bazaars of Jerusalem or the Jaffa 
flea market, especially if his 
Israeli cousin can come along to 
play guide, interpreter and 
bargainer. If not, the tourlst is 
often better off in more conven- 
tional shops where prices are fix- 
ed (more or less), and sales staff 
speak the tourist's language well 
enough to answer questions about 
- the nature of the merchandise and 
lta proper care. Packaging and 
mailing services are another ad- 
vantage, arid not only in the big, 
well-known tourist shops. 

For the tourlst whose mother- 
tongue is English, it is obviously 
convenient to find a shop owned 


by an immigrant from an English- { 


. Speaking country, and I have 
recently viaited several such 
shops in Tel Aviv which often offer 
things that may interest your 
summer visitors. Some will in- 
terest local shoppers too. 

Two brand-new shops aré 
located very near the Hilton 
Hotel, but away from the usual 
tourist promenades. Both are at 
153 Rehov Ben Yehuda, between 
Arlosoroff and Jabotinsky on the 
sea side. The one fronting on the 
street is calied The Copper Pen- 
ny; the other, In the courtyard 
behind, specializes in antique 
prints, maps and books, largely 
about the Holy Land.
